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-- ITORIAL PACE 
CATHOLIC PERIODICAL INDEX 


The need for an index to material appearing in our Catholic 
periodicals has cen an accepted fect for the past five years. 
The Library Section has been urging the preperation of such an 
index as a matter of vital concern to Catholic education. Now 
indications point to a fulfillment of this demand providing 
publication plans proceed on schedule. At Chicago on December 
29th the members of the Library Section will assemble in Loyola 
Jniversity Library to decide upon final plans for publication, 
The response to our first Announcement has brought an immediate 
strenghtening to our project. Three universities and one college 
have made substantial contributions to a Reserve Tund establish- 
ed to guaranttee publication. Several other colleges and univers 
sities have already given smaller amounts or are taking up the 
matter with prover authorities. The National Catholic Education- 
al Association has pledged $3500 to aid the project. With these 
convincing demcnstretions the publication plans for the Catholic 
Periodical Index heave vassed the preliminarv stages and entered 
upon 2 practical problem of arranging for publication. This is a 
most gic tifying situation, esvecially when at this early date 

the editor has received paid subscriptions totaling § S292. 50, and 
in addition donations to the Reserve Fund of 1385, making a crand 
totel from 2l1l sources of %977.50. “ell begun is half done", but 
we must not let first success lessen our efforts. These results 
revresent the earliest responses and are from librarians to whom 
the avoecrance of a Catholic Periodical Index is heiled with the 
imnediete support that they know such a project must have to suc- 
cecd, There are hundreds of other colleges and high schools yet 
to enproech and convince that their sun»,ort is not only needed, 
but indispensable. We can not urge too strongly thet anv Catholic 
library worthy of the neme shovld make every sacrifice, from de- 
ferring other important accesions to securing an additional amount 
to their present »ud-et, to the end that their sunyort will not be 
lacking in this first and critical year of existence of the Cath- 
olic Periodical Index. 250 subscriptions are needed to make the 
C.F.1I. certain. %ill you send in yours now?
